first SFfid for Stoppers. 


Many housewives who take. pride in the 
appearance of their kitchens keep their 
groceries in glass jars of certain uniform 
sizes. This is both a neat and ‘practical 
method of storage, since not only does it look 
well, but most commodities keep better in 
glass. If there is any disadvantage in such 
containers, it lies in the stoppers. Carelessly 
replaced, they are apt to jam, and cause no 
end of bother to release. The unstopping, 
however, may be achieved in .one of three 
Ways. 

Fitst try plunging the 
into hot water, holding 
it will not fall out if it 
come jJoosened. Holding the neck of the jar 
under running hot water is just as effective. 

If this should fail, try tapping round the 
neck with a“ mallet or substantial piece of 
wood. The heel of a shoe will do equally 
well.” An iron hammer, used too. vigorously, 
would result. in cracking the glass. 

If both these methods fail, try the effect 
of pouring on a few drops of glycerine, so 
that they will penetrate between the neck of 
the jar and the stopper.

In this case it often forms a 
tentative trimming; for most designers 
prefer to twist, cut and drape 
their materials, thus giving to each 
model a distinct characteristic of its 
own, rather than employing trimmings which 
have a tendency towards that fussiness which 
the smart woman of to-day abhors.

Be Careful of the 


. Jfedicines for 


Baby. 


If a child has a slight recurrence of an ill. 
ness, and there is a little of his medicine still 
in the house, it should not be given, because 
when the doctor wrote the prescription it was 
for immediate use, and some preparations are 
not satisfactory after standing for a length of 
time. k 

Remedies that are kept for oceasiona] use 
must always be firmly corked and tied over, 
so as to exclude all chance of air penetration. 
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They should be kept in a dark, cool cup- 
board; on no account in a warm spot. If a 
simple family recipe is made up, only very 
little should be prepared at a time, just 
sufficient for a few days, not more; and, of 
course, this class of preparation must only 
contain the simplest ingredients. 

Ii there is the slightest disfigurement upon 
a label, and difficulty in reading it, the en- 
tire contents must be rejected. 

To keep a label spotless it should be 
varnished over, then it will not stain, and it 
can always be cleaned with a damp cloth. 
There is one point to note, Before painting 
the varnish on a little weak gum water 
should be applied, then the varnish will not 
injure the printing. 

In preparing anything for baby’s use, 
before placing the label on the bottle its 
corners should be rounded. Then they will 
not peel off, 

The really neat and careful nurse always 
pours out her medicine from the back of the 
bottle, so that if a drop spills it will not 
touch the label. 

If any chemical is made into a solution, 
such as boracic acid powder, care must be 
taken that it has all dissolved before it is 
used, and the bottle well shaken, otherwise 
the solution will not be of the same strength 
throughout. 

The remedies which are kept, even if they 
are only simple powders, must always be 
stored in glass or china or tin, and the air 
well excluded. Although some things do 
not suffer when exposed to the air, others do, 
so one rule shou!d be made for all. 

Baby’s medicine must always be stirred 
with either a glass rod or a bone spoon. 
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A little salt mixed with mustard for table 
use will prevent the mustarl hardening, but 
it should be moistened with milk instead of 


| water, 
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Danger of Unele 


It is estimated that. every Year over a 
million gallons of milk are wasted in Great 
Britain through souring alone. The loss re- 
presents approximately £45,000. lt is, ob 
viously, hasebore! in the interests of the 
dairyman, as well as the housewife, to keep 
milk clean. when it will remain sweet for a 
much longer period. 

At a recent meeting of prominent British 
farmers, it was proved by demonstration that 
a fly walking over the surface of milk left a 
well-defined highway of bacteria behind it, 
and that milk exposed to air and dust quickly 
became ‘contaminated. 

The danger of unclean milk can be partly 
avoided by covering containers with butter. 
muslin. A safer plan still is to use, where 
possible, full-cream condensed milk, since 16 
is completely hygienic and practically im- 
perishable. Cow's milk sealed in tims at 
Seattle, Washington, nearly twenty-four vears 
ago, was recently opened, and found to be as 
good as when it left, the condensery. An 
inch of butter fat floated on top, the outcome 
of two decades of undisturbed storage.

Kilranelagh. 


During a recent visit to the neighbour- 
hood of Baltinglass, | was takén to see the 
graveyard of Kilranelagh. This burial 
place is of much imterest. First, it is 
exclusively Roman Catholic. “Then, the 
wall that surrounds it, high as it is, has 
been entirely built up by the followers of 
funerals there. Every person in the 
funeral picks up a stone on the way, and 
adds it to the heaps that make the wall. 
In one part of this wall is a recess, in 
which is a well, Abont the recess are 
ledges stocked with wooden cups; for it 
used to be the custom for the parents of 
any child buried there under the age of 
five to add such a cup to the store, About 
the well arose a curious story. It was 
believed that the last person to be 
interred acted as cup-bearer to his pre- 
decessor, until his place was taken up 
by the next comer. This notion has now 
fallen away, but in living memory it Was 
flourishing, and when, as sometimes 
happened, more than one funeral took 
place on one day, the funeral ‘parties 
used to race for the graveyard with 1 view 
to escaping the duty. This racing im past 
times not infrequently led to conflict, and, 
on any showing, was unseemly.

Che Forgotten Flail. 


Recently, while watching a schooner 
loading a cargo of scrap for a cross- 
Channel port, I was interested to observe 
the rusty remains of a number of flails 
lying around. The flail is scarcely ever 
used nowadays, though it is only a few 
years ago since I saw two men threshing 
oats by this primitive method in a farm- 
yard on the Naas road. In the good old 
days the small farmer threshed his corn 
with the flail. It was a rather strenuous 
operation, and the expert wielder was any- 
thing but a weakling. The flail did not 
take all the grain out of straw, but this

GC cima Studies love asey. 


At a. moment; when Sean O'Casey has 
ceased. to be in the great glare’of publicity 
which he received for a couple of years 
after he ‘‘ shook the dust of Dublin from 
his feet,” IT am pleased to réceive a short 
study of his work from a German critic. 
Herr Harry Bergolz, the author of the 
little work, is a student at the University 
of Berlin, and a very keen follower of the 
Irish dramatic movement. For some time 
he has been in correspondence with some 
people in Dublin, but, unfortunately, he 
has never had the opportunity of seeing 
O'Casey s plays on the stage. 

In seventeen pages in the current issue 
of Englische Studien, Herr Bergolz 
summarises very succinetly O’Casey’s life, 
in so far as it is now known from pub- 
lished materials, and very carefully 
examines the plays for an understanding 
of the Ireland of to-fay. He has read 
everything about the author, the plays 
that have been published, and he makes 
very free use of this material. Beginning 
with O’Casey’s own “' Story of the Irish 
-Citizen Army,” Herr Bergolz goes right 
throuczh to “ The Silver Tassie.’’ : 

Herr Bergolz seems ‘to be in “agree- 
ment with those who regard ‘*‘ Juno’”’ as 
O’Casey’s best work, and he 
the fact that if is women who always are 
sacrificed. While I think that Herr 
Bergolz has missed a fine opportunity of 
comparing O'Casey with the younger 
German dramatists, Í am glad to. see such 
a keen interest taken by a young scholar 
in our own contemporary drama. 


Authors and Cheir Cats.

At his death one of his 
last requests was that someone should look 
after Chance, a stray cat which he hed 
adopted. 

Thackeray, like Barham, used to share 
his breakfast with Louisa, his favourite 
cat. Louisa, despite her frequent inter- 
ruptions of his work, was never reproved 
by him.

CHURCH OF IRELAND. 


An address on ‘The Pointing of the 
Revised Psalter of the Church of Ireland ” 
was given by the Rev. J. Purser Scott, B.D., 
& former organist. of Trinity College, Dublin, 
at a meeting of the Leinster Society of 
Organists and Choirmasters which was held 
in the Organ Room, Royal Irjsh Academy of 
Music, Dublin, last Saturday night. 

Mr. Short described how the text in the 
revised Psalter differed from the old. There 
were, he said, verbal alterations ; the position 
of the colon had been changed in some 
verses, and there were certain new verse 
divisions, which made. it, virtually impossible 
to chant the Psalms to the ican chant 
from the old books. It was felt: that there

Readi..g an old book on Dublin the 
other day, I was amused to find a 
traveller in the year 1830 complaining of 
the bleak an ' uninhabited country he had 
to cross between Dublin and Crumlin. 
The village was in a ruinous state, which 
surprised him, because, in the eighteenth 
century, it -.ad been quite a fashionable 
resort. Crumlin was one of the four 
ancient manors in the county annexed to 
the Crown, and had to pay a greater 
chief rent than any of the other three, 
Hollinshed, writing in 1577, states that 
this was the result of a conflict between 
the tenants of Crumlin and the Crown 
Seneschal, in which the former were 
reprimanded by the latter for some mis- 
demeanour. In the quaint language of 
the chronicler, “The Jobbish and 
desperate clobberiousness; taking the 
matter in dudgeon, made no more words, 
but knocked the Seneschal on the costard. 
For which detestable murder their rent 
was enhanced, and they pay at this day 
ninepence per acre instead of fourpence.”’ 


Captain Bernard Daly. 


His many friends will be happy to learn 
that Captain Bernard Daly has now 
almost recovered. from his recent illness, 
and hopes to return to Ireland, from 
London, within the next few days. Some 
four weeks ago Captain Daly became 
seriously ill at his club in London with 
pleurisy, and his condition has given rise 
to some anxiety. Owing to his excep- 

mm tionally virile consti- 
tution he has been 
able to shake off the 
attack im a remark- 
ably short time. In 
his time Captain 
Daly has been one of 
the best known of 
all-round sportsmen, 
and is still among 
the first rank of Irish 
polo plavers. His 
wife returned 
from where

Like so many others, I did not back the 
winner of the Grand National last Friday ;

The sire of this 
horse was bought out of a plough for the 
sum of twenty guineas, and the dam had 
once drawn a doctor s gig. 

Varsons are not usually associated with 
the race, at least participants, but 
among those who completed the course in 
1860 was a ‘‘ Mr. Ekard,”’ a Yorkshire 
parson, whose name was concealed by a 
reversal, 


Cheap Winners. 


Any horse seems to stand a chance of 
routing its more blue-blooded rivals: and 
the smaher its cost the better its chance, 
seems to be the rule. As early as 1844 
the winner of the race had been bought 
for £15; and Chandler, which won soon 
after, was bought for £35 out of a 
chandler’s cart—hence its name. 

Perhaps, the cheapest of all winners 
was one of comparatively recent years—

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Poethlyn—which once changed hands for 


seven guineas, and was subsequently sold 
to the winner for fifty guineas.  Sala- 
mander, which won about the middle of 
the last century, was discovered in the 
stable of an Irish hotel, and was pur- 
chased for £30.

FREDERICK BARBAROSSA. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—Your reviewer of ‘‘ The . Infidel 
Emperor,” by Paul Weigler, is mistaken in 
heading his review with the title *‘ Frederick 
Barbarossa.”’ That old hero would have been 
profoundly annoyed at being called an 
‘infidel Emperor ;’’ for did he not lose his 
life when on a crusade? ‘The confusion of 
the two Emperors, Frederick I. and Frederick 
[I., may have been dué to the legend of the 
Emperor's sitting in the cave, waiting to 
come forth to save Germany in her hour of 
need. This legend, as Lord Bryce has pointed 
out, attaches itself to both Emperors. “ In 
its earlier form, says Bryce, ‘‘1t seems to 
have attached itself to Frederick LI., whose 
return to Germany was seriously hoped for as 
late as the year 1348.”’ 

For centuries, however, the legend has been 
associated with Frederick I. To quote again 
from Bryce, “ To the south-west of the green 
plain that girdles im the rock of TACÚ ANN 
the gigantic mass of the Untersberg frowns 
over the road which winds up to the glen 
and lake of Berchtesgaden. There, far up 
among its limestone crags, in a spot scarcely 
accessible to human foot, the peasants of the 
valley point out the black mouth of a cavern 
and tell the traveller that within the red- 
bearded Emperor hes amidst his knights in 
an enchanted sleep.” The legend is also 
associated with a cave in the high and steep 
hill of the Kvffhaiiser, in Thuringia. 

Near the Salzburg cave was a pear-tree, 
and told that. when this tree 
ceased to blossom, the time for the Kmperor’s 
reappearance had arrived. The tree, accord- 
ing to Bryce, could be seen until 1871. He 
does not say what became of it then. The 
year 1871 was the vear of the proclamation 
of the last German Empive.—Yours, ete..

private residences. He had no doubt that 
the vast majority would choose the 
valuation rate, for, as consumers €X- 
tended the use of electricity in. their 
homes, they were realising how attractive 
was this method of charge. 


MOTIVE POWER RATES: 


The acquisition of the Cork area, em- 
bracing the largest industry in the country 
—Messrs. Henry Ford and Sons, Ltd. s 
Marina factory—has marked an im- 
portant advance in the Free State Govern- 
ment’s Shannon scheme of national 
Cork City and its 
environs will be the second largest 
customer for current, and in order that 
the development may take place along the 
widest possible lines, Dr. McLaughlin has 
appealed, not only to the business com- 
munity, but to the members of the 
Corporation and other public bodies, to 
vive their fellow-citizens a lead by in- 
creasing considerably their consumption of 
electricity. 

As an incentive to this end, jower rates 
than those now in operation have been 
fixed for motive power.

As very 
large consumers will be quoted at high 
tension rates, it is hoped that large num- 
bers of those who use steam or oil-engine 
power will take steps to change over to 
electric drive. The managing director of 
the Supply Board views this aspect of the 
case with confidence. ‘‘ We are ready to 
face any competition.” he said, ‘ and 
are assured that Shannon electricity can 
beat any rival as a motive power for in- 
dustry.

PROVISION IN GREATER 
DUBLIN BILL WANTED. 


—-—- e ———— 


The necessity for having provision made 
in the Greater Dublin Bull for allotments 
for workers was stressed at the ninth annual 
congress of the United Irish Plotholders’ 
Union, which was held in the Engineers’ 
Hall, Gardiner’s row, Dublin, yesterday. 

The President (Mr. Thomas Shaw) in the 
course of his address said that during the 
past year they had had several heavy fights 
with the public duthorities with regard to 
allotments for the workers of the city of 
Dublin. In Pembroke 44 men and thair 
families bad been deprived of food in the 
interests of sport, aid in many other cass 
which he could mertion the authorities 
seemed io think that plotholding was a worn- 
out idea. Plotholding was an absolute 
necessity for men living in the city, and 
they had confidence that provision for plot- 
holding would yet be included in the Greater 
Dublin Bill, for the benefit of the citizens. 
He urged. those members who had any 
influence with deputies to use it in having 
recognition of plotholding secured in that 
bill, 

Mr. William Field said that those in public 
positions ought to recognise the usefulness 
of plotholding, and he was surprised that 
more interest was not taken in the question 
by people who ought to recognise its value. 
In aatanl plotholding was regarded as one 
of the most useful undertakings. It was 
helpful im preventing tuberculosis and in 
giving employment, and he was certain that 
if plotholding was encouraged here it would 
be of great national benefit. 

Mr. P. Leonard, T.D., said that the objects 
of the union had his sympathy, and he would 
do anything he could to help them. 

DIFFICULTY IN GETTING LAND, 

In his annual report, Mr. Denis McDonnell, 
the Hon. General Secretary, stated that the 
membership of the union was over 600, and 
the credit balance was £16 13s. ld. Despite 
their best efforts they had failed to secure 
reasonably convement land to meet the 
requirements of “those desiring allotments. 
notably in the Pembroke district. Negotia- 
tions were proceeding, with every hope of 
success, in regard to some land in the 
vicinity of Sandymount. Many plotholders 
experienced some inconvenience and delay in 
reaching their plots, and it was felt that this 
could be very much lessened if special 
travelling facilities, such as reduced fares and 
permission to carry tools and produce in 
reasonable quantities, were granted by tram 
and ‘bus companies, as it was known that this 
arrangement obtained in industrial centres in 
Enyland, Scotland and Wales. A sub-com- 
mittee had been formed to devise a scheme 
for submission to the Minister for Local 
Government, making allotments available for 
unemployed men with families in connection 
with the recently-passed Relief Act. 

The moral, social, physical, material and 
educational advantages derivable from the 
allotment system by that large and respeet- 
able section of the community, the people 
of no property, could not be too fully or too 
olten stressed, and more attention should. 
consequently, be devoted to its promotion 
and encouragement by the powers that be. 

On the motion of Mr. Thomas Cahill (Vice- 
President), seconded by Mr. A. P. Kelly, the 
report was adopted.

FREE STATE AND QUESTION 
OF REGISTRATION. 

A civic welcome was accorded in Belfast 
last Saturday to the delegates attending the 
twenty-eighth annual meeting of the United 
Kingdom Commercial Travellers’ Benefit 
Society. In the unavoidable absence of the 
Lord Mayor, the welcome was conveyed by 
the High Sheriff (Councillor J. McKinney). 
It is the first time that the Society has met 
in Belfast. i 

A deputation from the United Commercial 
Travellers’ Association of Great Britain and 
Ireland (Incorporated) was received, and, in 
welcoming them, the Chairman (Mr. H. E. 
Crocker, Plymouth) said that they could 
never forget the efforts of that Association 
in encouraging a benefit society. 

The Secretary (Mr. H. G. King) submitted 
the annual report, which stated that during 
the year 617 members were admitted, com- 
pared with 517 the previous twelve monthe. 
Subscriptions totalled £79,151, against 
£75,215 the previous year. He said that it 
was one of the best reports it had been his 
duty to submit for many years. 

REGISTRATION DIFFICULTY. 

Mr. A. F. Hawke (Cork) referred to the 
difficulties which existed in the Irish Free 
State in respect of the registration of friendly 
societies connected with Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland. He moved a resolution 
that members of the Society in the Irish Free 
State shall be able to berrow money itor 
house purchase under the rules of the Society 
in as full and ample a manner as they 
operated in England and Northern Ireland. 
He said that members residing in the Free 
State for some years had been denied the 
privilege of borrowing money from the 
Society to buy their houses. They knew that 
there had been some difficulty about regis- 
tration of that. Society and other friendly 
societies in the Free State. Difficulties had 
cropped up between Great Britain, Northern 
Ireland and the Irish Free State since the 
latter was established. Persons wanting to 
do business with the Free State have had to 
encounter difficulties, and a great number of 
members of the Cork and Dublin branches of 
the Society who represented cross-Channe! 
houses had to encounter them, but they had 
got over them. 
| HOUSE PURCHASE MONEY. 

Mr. F. A. Wyatt, Dublin, seconding. 
pointed out that prior to the establishment 
of the Free State members of the society 
were able to borrow house-purchase money, 
and they wanted that privilege restored. He 
thought that it would be well if some mem- 
bers of the Grand Committee visited the Free 
State and saw what they could do for them. 

Mr. H. G. King, the secretary, assured 
the Free State members ‘hat the Grand Com- 
mitteé had not shown any lack of sympathy 
in the matter, and their attitude to-day was 
just the same as it was two years ago, when 
the fullest information was given to the an- 
nual meeting by their senior trustee. 

Mr. Wyatt—We do not blame the Grand 
Committee. but. at the same time, we think 
something should be done in the matter.

The Rates of Dublin. 


The new financial year will begin badly 
for the citizens of Dublin. The rates for 
the County Borough, in the year which 
ends to-day, amounted to 14s. 8d. — For 
the coming year the City Commissioners 
annourice an increase of 1s. 4d,, which 
will bring the total rate to sixteen 
shillings. In normal cireumstances the 
Commissioners would have been able to 
reduce last year’s rate by 43d., but 
Dis (the Free State Government and 
Parliament) aliter visum. In the teeth 
of protests from the Chamber of Com- 
merce and the leading townships, the 
Government introduced, and the Dail 
adopted, the Poor Relief (Dublin) Bill, 
which charges the County Borough with 
the maintenance of an army of able-bodied 
paupers. Most. of. these are recent 
arrivals from other counties of the Free 
State, but the Government rejected the 
reasonable plea that every county ought 
to support its native poor,. The Relief 
Act will require an expenditure of 
£121,731 in the coming year, and—save 


for the Commissioners’ frugal manageinent 
in other directions—last year’s rate of 


14s. 8d. would have leaped now to 16s. 8d. 
Even ls. 4d. is a heavy increase, and its 
burden will be agyravated by the existing 
state of trade. It may turn the meagre 
profits of some struggling industries into 
actual loss, and it will discourage the ex- 
pansion of more prosperous concerns. I 
will increase the cost of living, since Jand- 
lords will pass a part of it to their tenants, 
and shopkeepers will distribute it 
delicately among their customers. Again, 
the new impost will press sorely wpon 
housel.olders whose small dividends have 
suffered through the social legislation oí 
recent years, All these influences will 
combine to reduce opportunities of em- 
ployment in the County Borough of 
Dublin. Thus, while the prospect of

THE ATTACK ON MR, 
MACDONALD.

Ramsay Macdonald, in connection with 
the Naval Conference, excited much in- 
dignation yesterday when the news (first 
became known, but this feeling passed 
away when it was noticed how the attack 
was taken by the members of the Unite:| 
States delegation. The matter was treated 
with contempt, and it was pointed out 
that the open letter containing the atta.k 
was not the first of the kimd, and that .t 
would not disturb the leaders of the delo. 
gation in the least. Another point cg 
some little importance is that the United 
States newspapers, as a whole, ignore the 
attack, even when they have no 
enthusiastic affection for the Conference. 
In political circles here there was much 
regret that such a ste p should have been 
taken in the States, but it is anticipate! 
that the attack will not have any effect 
whatever upon the decisions of the Con- 
ference. 


A Conference Deadiock. 


It has been hoped during the past few 
days that the week’s end would have seen 
a marked advance in the business of the 
Naval Conference; but, on the contrary, 
little has been accomplished, and the out- 
look is not at all bright. The Prime 
Minister had Signor Grandi with him at 
Chequers to-day to discuss Article 16 of 
the League of Nations Covenant, under 
which the experts now are seeking a 
formula to satisfy the French desire for 
security. Up to the present no such 
formula has been discovered, and the) 
seems to be little possibility of findin. 
one, though the experts will resume their 
search at the Foreign Office early to 
morrow. In diplomatic circles the feelin ~ 
yesterday was that the end of the Confer- 
ence was in sight, and that there wonld 
be a sudden end to the proceedings. The 
Conference even may break up without : 
agreement of any kind; for the latest 
rumour is that neither the United States 
nor Japan is willing to enter upon a c 
sultative pact. There is opposition re 
such an agreement in the United States 
Senate, and the Japanese Government 1s 
indifferent, if not in active Opposition to 
it. 

The Egyptian Delegation. 


The Egyptian Prime Minister and his 
twenty-two fellow-delegates will be re 
ceived officially by Mr. Arthur Henderson 
to-morrow morning at the Foreign Offic 
when the proc eedings will take place in 
the famous Gold Room, where the Locarno 
agreement was signed.- Mr. Henderson 
will make a short speech of welcome, after 
which the Conference will stand adjourne ! 
until the next day. The main purpose of 
the conference is to discuss the draft 
treaty offered to Egypt last year. At that 
time it was described by Mr. Henderson 
the *‘ extreme limit’’ to which this 
country could go, but it is understood 
that this is not the opinion of the 
Egyptians, and, with a view to the secur- 
ing of further advantages, the delegation 
hopes to discuss the treaty word by worl 
with Mr. Henderson and his advisers at 
the Foreign Office. Two points urgently 
sought by the Egyptians are the witli- 
drawal of all British troops from Egypt— 
including the proposed zone at the Suez 
Canal—and participation in the Govern- 
ment of the, Sudan. The _ British 
Government is scarcely likely to give 
on either point; for one was bought with 
British blood and the other with British 
money.

A Parliamentary Alliance. 


In parltamentary 
speculation whether 
working alliance between 
Macdonald and Mr. Lloyd George will 
be revealed during the coming week. 
Strict secrecy has been maintained until 
now, and the Liberals are becoming rest- 
less; but Mr. Lloyd George has allowed 
it to be understood that he will be able 
to make a revelation shortly. It is 
strange, in these days of publicity, that 
the Liberal leader has been able to main- 
tain such secrecy in the negotiations, 
which, it is said, are his alone. It is not 
known even with whom he is conducting 
them, though two members of the Govern- 
ment are mentioned as the go-betweens. 
If the details of an alliance cannot be 
adjusted to the satisfaction of both Labour 
and Liberals, it is probable that the fact 
that there have been negotiations will be 
denied. In. both parties, however, thera 
Is an impression that they have gone well, 
and that, ultimately, they will be 
ful. In such an event, a public. pro- 
nouncement seems inevitable. 


War Loan. 


In the City of London the position of 
the Five per Cent. War Loan is discussed 
creatly; for it is said that there is a 
possibility that Mr. Snowden will float a 
new loan to replace this most popular 
seAirity by a 4) per Cent. Loan. Such a 
scheme would be of great advantage to 
the Treasury. There is just over 
£2,000,000,000 of the Five per Cent. War 
Loan outstanding. The interest on this 
very large amount is approximately 
£100,000,000 a year. Every reduction of 
a half per cent. in the interest charge re- 
presents a saving of £10,000,000 a year. 
The loan can be repaid at par at any time 
on three months’ notice. It is definitely 
repayable on June Ist, 1947. Un- 
fortunately, the whole amount must be 
dealt with at one time. There are no 
provisions for the repayment of the loan 
bv drawings. Without doubt, the release 
of millions of money would increase the 
purchasing power of the public 
enormously, Foreign holders of the Five per 
(Cent. War Loan must not be overlooked. 
It is estimated that some £500,000,000 of 
the loan is held abroad. It is free of all 
svitish taxation to permanent residents 
abroad. Even on this side the interest on 
the War Loan is paid without deduction 
of the tax at source. The conversion 
operation might save anything from teu 
to twenty millions a year in interest pav- 
ments, but it would let loose financial 
evils, the consequence of which is difficult 
to visualise.

Difficulties have arisen in connection 
with proposals for the holding of a Stock 
Exchange sweepstake on this year’s Derby, 
and from present appearances it is by no 
means certain that it will be possible to 
organise the Mutual Subscription Fund 
as those of previous years have been 
organised, Reports that the tickets will 
be issued only to those connected with the 
Stock Exchange have had the effect of 
increasing the mquiry from those outside 
the City, and stockbrokers find themselves 
with numerous requests from clients and 
friends. Some brokers, unwilling to face 
the necessity of informing their chents 
that they are not eligible to participate, 
would prefer to see the sweepstakes 
abandoned.

Blythe, “ but I think that if Fianna Fail 
were in office for three months they would 
do more harm than could be rectified in 
three years. I believe that we would not 
have Fianna Fail one month in power 
until we would have the guns brought out 
of the dumps, and all the little bullies al) 
round the country starting out bullying 
again. 

Mr. de Valera had, in his own quibbling 
way, Mr. Blythe added, indicated, but not 
exactly said, that real legitimate authority 
resided outside the Dail, and even if 
Fianna Fail were inclined to carry on 
Government decently, and maintain order 
and respect for the wishes of the majority, 
they would not be able to do it.

A JELLY FISH PARTY.

ternational Expedition to make the 
attempt to climb Kanchenjunga from 
Nepal. . i 

The Governor of Elam has been im- 
structed by the Maharajah to assist‘ the 
expedition, and to provide an armed 
escort of a subadar and five or six men. 

This means the serapping of the plans— 
outlined in The Times of Friday—of an 
attack by way of the Zemu Glacier, 
through Gangtok and Lachen, in. Sikkim. 

The Nepalese route, involving the. cross- 
ing of the Jongri and Kang La Passes to 
Kangbachen, will necessitate three 
hundred porters—instead of one hundred 
and fifty, af the Sikkim ‘route were 
followed—as pony transport is impossible. 

An advance party will prospect a 
possible route from the Yalung Glacier, 
and also will look for traces of the 
American farmer lost last year. 

Owing to the southerly aspect of Yalung 
Glacier the route is a very doubtful one. 
and the Kanchenjunga Glacier route will 
probably be attempted, as recommende.] 
by Mr. Douglas Freshfield, whose party 
made the first comprehensive circuit of 
Kanchenjunga over thirty years ago. The 
international party will thus be the first 
in the Nepalese vallevs since the Fresh- 
field expedition of 1899. 

To attempt the Kanchenjunga Glacier 
route is said to be Professor Dyhrenfurth’s 
creat ambition. He is convinced of the 
practicability of this route.

BRITISH MISSIONARIES IN 
CHINA,

SHANGHAI, Sunday. 

Two British missionaries, Mr. and Mrs. 
Porteous, and an American woman mis- 
sionary, Miss N, E. Gemmell, according 
to a report published in the North China 
Daily News, have been captured by the 
brigands in the province of Kiangsi, who 
earlier captured and were responsible for 
the deaths of three Finnish women mis- 
sionaries, 

The latest victims were stationed at 
Yuanchow, in Western Kiangsi, and, like 
the Finnish women mentioned, belonged 
to the China Inland Mission. 

Three other China inland missionaries 
only very narrowly escaped falling into 
the hands of the robbers, . 

Note—Kiangsi has for many months 
past been one of the Chinese provinces 
most ravaged by roving bands of bandits. 
The three Finnish women fell into the 
hands of the bandits while travelling by 
boat between Changshu and Kiawfu. One 
of them was reported to have died after 
twelve days’ privation and exposure and 
her fellow-prisoners to have been mur- 
dered later by the brigands.

In a leading article The Times to-day 


observes :—To-morrow the Naval Confer- 


ence will enter.on its eleventh week, so 
far with nothing definite accomplished, 
but in a slightly less despondent dispost- 
tion than it has shown. for some time 
Until a few days ago the delegates 
were waiting—in fact, were getting tired 
of waiting—for something to turn up 


-which should jog the negotiations out of 


the rut in which they seemed hopelessly 
stuck. Now a plenary meeting has-been 
arranged on Friday, when, it is under- 
stood, some kind of decision will have to 
be taken. | 

In the meantime, M. Briand and Mr. 
Henderson have agreed, with the assist- 
ance of experts from the Foreign Office 
and the Quai d’Orsay, to spend the in- 
terval in that favourite diplomatic game, 
the search for a formula. If the desired 
formula can be found, the negotiations 
for a five-Power agreement will be re- 
sumed with new hopes of success, though 
there will still be difficulties enough in 
the way. If the search should prove 
fruitless, then there will apparently be 
nothing for it but to liquidate or suspend 
the Conference as a Five-Power Confer- 
ence, and let Great Britain, the United 
States and Japan negotiate a three-Power 
agreement, which might be supplemented 
by the adhesion of the two Latin Powers 
when they succeed in adjusting their 
differences. 

In these circumstances everyone will 
wish the searchers good hunting. So 
much, depends on their success. It is not 
an easy task they have been sct. The 
formula they are seeking is one which 
must have characteristics, which, if not 
absolutely contradictory and mutually 
exclusive, are, at any rate, not easy to 
find together. It must reassure the French 
as to their security, thereby accomplishing 
something that the Covenant of the League, 
the Locarno Treaties and the Kellogg Pact 
together have failed to achieve; and at 
the same time it must not commit Great 
Britain to any entangling engagements. 
The memory ot the Geneva Protocol and 
of the emphatic disapproval with which 
it was rejected by public opinion in Great 
Britain—and still more throughout the 
Domintons—would alone suffice to deter 
any British Government from even con- 
sidering any formula along those lines, 
even if Mr. Macdonald had not already 
rejected in advance anything in the nature 
of entangling military alliances and given 
very convincing reascws for doing so. 


A DANGER. 


There may be ambiguities in some of 
the articles of the Covenant and different 
opinions as to their interpretations, 
proceeds The Times, and it may, there- 
fore, be all to the good that they are now 
being discussed by British and French 
experts with a view to arriving at an 
agreed definition of the obligations they 
involve. It would be a great help to the 
Conference if this definition, when 
drafted, should give the French the re- 
assurance they desire. It would be of 
no help at all—it might easily be 
fatal to the negotiations—if any ai. 'mpt 
were made to slip new responsibilities 
upon this country by a strained interpre- 
tation of existing obligations. That. how- 
ever, is a danger which Mr. Henderson 
and the experts who are assisting him 
may be assumed to have very cleat'y 
before their eyes and to be quite deter- 
mined to avoid.

INDUSTRIAL IMPROVEMENT, 

The City Editor of the Zvening Standard 
writes:—'‘I am myself an optimist about 
our trade.

BUSINESS QUIET AND PRICES 
LOWER. 


(From Our CoMMERCIAL CoRRESPONDENT.) 

Business in most commodities of the pro 
vision trade remains quiet, and with the ex- 
ception of bacon, which rules steady, the 
downward movement in other departments 
continue. So far as butter is concerned, 
the demand generally continues of a drag- 
ging character, and a substantia] reduction is 
recorded iu Danish this week, the official] 
quotation being eighteen kroner lower, at 
244 kroner per 100 kilos, as compared with 
262 in the previous week, and 274 kroner at 
the corresponding period of last year; in 
1928 the figure was 326 kroner. Reports 
from Denmark state that the anticipations of 
a more active demand because of the lower 
prices ruling have not been realised. On 
the contrary, lower prices have had to be 
accepted to effect a clearance, and the whole 
trade is unremunerative to shippers. Ac 
cording to official statistics the total imports 
of butter into Great Britain in the first two 
months of the current year were 82,000 cwts. 
larger than in the corresponding two months 
of 1929. About’ one-half of the whole quan- 
tity came from the British Dominions. Im 

rts from Denmark showed an increase “sí 
{000 cwts. Irish bacon continues scarce, 
and there is also no great weight of home- 
cured offering. The only official change re 
corded has been in Swedish, which is 
2s. lower; but other Continental descriptions 
are-held for late rates. In view of tie pre- 
sent statistical position of cheese, it is difh. 
cult, to explain the recent decline in values. 
The imports of cheese into the United 
Kingdom during February, 1929, were 15,810 
tons, whereas during February of the pre- 
sent year the imports were only 10,035 tons, 
a decrease of 5,775 tons, or in other words a 
een of imports into this covntry of 
over OO per cent, As far as New Zealand is 
concerned, the grading from August .to 
February last season totalled 62,951 tons, 
whereas the gradings for the same period 
during the present season were only 61,074 
tons. Shipments from that country during 
September to February last season were 
45,548 tons, as against 44,839 tons during the 
present season. It will thus be seen that 
the gradings and shipments of New Zealand 
cheese during the present season are con- 
siderably below those of the same period 
during 1928-1929. The-only conclusion to 
be drawn at the present moment from the 
above facts is that the cheese market is 
suffering from the depression which is affect- 
ing so many other commodities. The pre- 


marked increase in production of eggs in all 
vuropean countries, and according to the 
present outlook’ there is every préspect that 
prices .will be down to pre-war levels ‘ere 
ong. Spot supplies are practically confined: 
to; Enghsh and drish eggs, and the former 
have a very wide range in price. . Pickling: is 
now. in full swing. in Denmark, and absorbs 
large .quantities weekly, but even. this. fact 
does. not appear to be relieving the market. to 
any, great extent.
